Ho spt)ke jjenorally of tlie 
financial stringouoy of livsb your, and ut- 
tered a word of warning about going 
ahoad too rapidly. liicidontally ho ro- 
fcriod ill this icMpucL tn tho real ustato 
spoculatioiia in tho largo cities, o.specially 
ill Toronto. It was cheering, liowovor, 
to lioar liiiii o.Npro.ss tho bcliof that iho 
trade of Canndu is sound to tho core t)iio 
iniportiint statoniont was made liy Sir 
ChurloB to which ropeiitod rofereiico has 
boon inado in thoso coliiiiiiis, viz., that 
tho govcniiiicnt havo dotoniiiiiod fur tho 
present, with iininiportant cxooptioiis, to 
stop any fiirt her outlay c-ii capital account, 
that is lor railway snlisidios, boyoiul that 
to which the cmuitiy is now oonimitted.

Ill view of the |irediclioiis of tlio failure 
oftho iron turill' this evidence is very im- 
portant. Ho explained how neoosaary it 
was, if tho Mill's TuriflT Bill became law 
in tlie .States, tiiat our goveriiiiiont should 
have power to promptly avail tlioniselves 
of tho oppurtimity to get rociproeity in 
timber, salt, olo., and for this reascjii ho 
hoped tlie resolution of wliioii notice had 
been given woijd be accepted by tho 
iiouso. Tiien tor about half an hour he 
opened out (ui the Opposition for the 
shilly-shally [ndicy of tho past eighteen 
monlli.". It had not taken long to rejin- 
diato Mr, Blake's famous Malvern siieecli 
of liftouii months .igo, and after advocat- 
ing Commercial Union for a while thoy 
had steered clear of it and stranded thent- 
selvoB high and dry on the shoals of un- 
restricted reciprocity. There was tho 
true ring of tho old war horse once more 
when lie referred to the latest fad of tho 
(Opposition us the wildest chinioru ever 
broaghc ' before iiarliuni'Mit. in vigor- 
ous tones he denounced the nmd folly 
)f proposing a sohoiuu which the opposi- 
tion must know would be impracticable 
of working. The ojiposition fairly 
writhed under the castigalioii their incon- 
sistencies received, while the niiiiistorial- 
ists elieored to tho eciio. Sir Charles 
Tup])er eonc'.uded his s{ieeeh hy n ijimrter 
to six, Imviug spoken two hours und a 
half, yir Riciiard Cartwright followed in 
one of his usual blue-ruin speeches, in 
which he rehashed his stale chestnuts of 
Canada being on the verge of ruin, itc. 
Tho roinaVkahlo feature of his address 
was that nobody listened to it, even tho 
opposition manifesting their weariness at 
the lack of variety in his story. 

TIIK .SUU.SWAI' AND OKA.VAdON. 

Mr. Mara, M.l'. , had a lengthy interview 
to-day with tlieniiiii.slor of railway.s relative 
to BOcuriiig goveriiiiieiit aid towards tho 
construction of tiio Slinswap and Okaiia- 
gon railway. It will bo within the mem- 
ory of Coi.iiMST readoi'H tiiat last year 
strenuous efforts were made to secure a 
subsidy to the line, but for various reason.-! 
tho goveruinont decided not to do any- 
thing hist year, but iiro'misod favorable 
consideration to tho project this session. 
Now, however, tho governiiient lias about 
determined not to grant any railway sub- 
sidioH at all this year. Mr. Mara made 
out a very strong case and the minister 
was coiii])elledto admit this. He said that if 

man promised to contribute, say §100, 
to any uiidortaking tho obligation to pay 
(jvor the sum was just as strong a year 
henco as ii]ioii the day the promise was 

i\'en. Tliis lie hold to ho precisely tho 
position ill which the goveriiiiioiit was 
placed towards the Shuswap and Okana- 
gon railway. It was not a demand similar 
to tho ones made by tho proniotors of 
Ontario inilways this week, but a reipioat 
for the fullilliiiolit of a iironiiao made a 
yefir ago. Hon. Mr. Pope was evidently 
struck by tho forcilile way in wliicli Mr. 
Mara put the case, and he has strong 
hopes that at any rate tho S. & O. railway 
will receive tho usual grant of '$3,200 a 
mile this year. 

CAltrliOO RAILWAY. 

Mr. II. I'. Boll, C.E., is hero booming 
iiiatters in connection with the proposed 
Cariboo railway, lie has had' COnyisrBa- 
tions with uiombers of tho government 
and members of parlimnent,aud showied to 
them tho advantiiges whicli would accrue 
to BritiBh Columbia and to Canada gener- 
ally through tho opening up of the Cari- 
boo country. There is u growing ftioliiig 
here that Uanada' must before long lake 
stops to develop the magniticent resources 
which. sho possesses. l)r. ychultz'i! com- 
mittee upon the Mackenzie river district 
luiB done splendid service in showing 
what u grand country we havo away 
north of tlio iiaiial haiiiita of 
man. It will jiroliably he a few 
years before the iron-horse finds its 
way into that regifin, but there is no rou- 
snn whatever, wliy in tho immediate fu- 
ture tho shrill whistle of t he locomotive 
should not bo lioard in tho valiey.H of tho 
Thompson and Clearwater, and up into 
the Cariboo eouiiLiy. Mr. Boll's ellorts 
should bo productive of good at no distant 
date. 

WESTMINSTEIi'B AVAtfip; 

Mr. Alex, MoEwan, of Westminster, 
left for homo last night. In company 

with tho worthy inonibor for tho district, 
"Doc" Chi.shohn, ho had interviows with 
diil'orenfc inemboiH of the govonimont in 
reference to securing an ii))propriatioii for 
tho removal of the Hand hanks at the 
aioutli of the Fraser River. As tho ac- 
counts for tho ybar havo been closed and 
tho supplementary estinmtoa for tho next 
year practically agreed ujioii, although not 
yet otlioially announced, it is i|ueHtionablo 
whether any additional nuiii for tho work 
will ])D voted tliis session, but if tlio re- 
quest is madein good time next year the 



wislies of tho residents of tho Royal City 
may bo gratiliod. 

Tiiio iimiuimi's HEX ma'CTbu. 
The two nieinbers for Victoria, Messrs. 
Buker and Prior, were heard in tlie Ikjuso 
on Wednesday afternoon, and the coii- 
stituoncy tiint simkIs tlieiii liere has every 
reason to be |iioui| of lier representatives. 
Mr. Pri(jr, who spol<e lir.st. ileli\i!rod a 
capital speei-li, lii'initiil of infori;iat ion 
aiidallhoiigh moiler.ile in tone wa.s jiisti- 
liably assertat ivo of llie rights of British 
Columbia. I le was wurudy eongratuhited 
by Sir John Macdunald and his fellow 
membors on his capital maiden speech. 
Mr. Baker's h]ioi'c1i had the triiu ring 
about it. He does not inineo Ills words 
and wants as a|jeedy a settleineni, of the 
unpleasant diaptiLe as it is possililo to ob- 
tain. Tho corrosiioiitioiice eamo down 
tho following day. It is very voluminous, 
niakiiiL'; nearly two hundred pages of 
maiuKscript. The letters indicate that the 
Cnitod States goveriiniont still declino 
ovon to siiHpeml tho operations of the 
criiiHora in the sea. 

In a note dated August lOth, 1887, 
Lord .Salisbury, writing to Sir Sackvillo 
West, calls attention to the fact tiiat ad- 
ditional seiisuros had been made in 
Behring's Sea, although on February 
3rd Mr. Bayanl li.id given in- 
structions to release the vessels 
seized in August, 188<), and for tiio dis- 
contiiiuanco of all pending proceedings 
Lord .Salisbury tells Sir .Sackvillo to .say 
that Her Alajosty'a government had 
deemed in view of the assurances con- 
veyed by Bayard in the previous February 
that pending a oonolusnin of the discus- 
sion between the two govornineiits on the 
general question involved no fiirlhor 
similar seizures of British vessels would 
1)0 made l)y order of the United States 
governiiient. 

Tho reports of Captain .Sliop|mrd, of 
the Rush in regard to the seizures of tho 
.Anna Beck, W. P. Sayward, Dol|)liiii and 
( iriico are given in full, and he justifies 
Ilia action on tho ground that these ves- 
sels had violated section l!iri(i of tho l{e- 
viaed Statutea of tlio United St.ites. 

Minister Foster reporting to tlie Privy 
Council says in ri^ference to tlie alhdavit 
of the mate of the Siiyward it appears 
that all tho seals on board the ve.ssol were 
taken in thePaoilio ocean and before tho 
vessel entered Behring's sea, so tliat even 
tho alleged chiiin on tho part of the United 
States govoriinieiit to jurisdiction on the 
sea is not available in tho ease. Ho calls 
attention tcj the reply of the commander 
of tlio Rush, in which ho states his orders 
wore to take everything he came across in 
Behring's sea. The Privy Council urge 
the Imperial authorities to make a strong 
romonstranoo to the United States govoni- 
meiit for so unwarrantable an act. 

Mr. Bayard, writing to Sir .Sackville 
West on August I.'!, says he has examined 
tho cxprossiona contained in his note of 
February ;jrd and "can discover no ground 
whatever for the assumption by Her 
Majesty's government that it contained 
assurances that [loiuliiig tho conclusion of 
the discUBBiwn between tho two govern- 
inonts on the general ([UesLioiis involved, 
as further seizures would bo made." 

Sir Henry Holland, writing to Lord 
Lansdowno on September 14th, says that 
the law officers of the Grown advised that 
a claim for compensation might probably 
be made against the United States gov- 
ornmont by the owners of the seized ves- 
sels. Correapondoiico dealing with the 
uon-relcaso of the vessels first seized in 
Behring's Sea after instruetions hud boon 
issued to release them, and for whicli Mr. 
Bayard expressed bis regret, is given, and 
then follows the important despatch which 
I tolegniplied two days age from Lord 
•Salisbury to tho British plenipotentiaries 
at Wasliington. A reference to it shows 
that Sweden and other nations aro inter- 
esting themselves in a close time 
for seals. A communication with 
reference, to a convention on this 
subject had been addressed to the 
maritime powers by the United States 
government but no conclusion had boon 
reached. Ho added; "In answer to a 
(juestion from Mr. Phelps, I have ex- 
pressed myself as being favorably dis- 
posed to negotiate for an agreement as to 
a closer season in all the soal fisheries to 
whomsoever belonging, but I carefully 
separated the question from all controver- 
sies as to fishery 'rights." 

To-day Mr. Buker showed me 
a clipping from a recent issue 
of Tub Colonist in which it is 
stated that negotiations are now in pro- 
gress between England, H'ussia and the 
States in reference to tho Behring's Seu 
afj'air, and that the discussion had turned 
upon tho subject of i\ close time for seals. 
I\Ir. Baker suid it appeared to him that 
tho United States authorities wore doing 
everything in their power to shut off the 
discussion of tho Behring's Sen affair from 
the question of jurisdiction over the sea, 
but so far ns tho British Colmnbia mem- 
bers could do it they would take every oii- 
portunity to press tiiat one point upon the 
Imperial authorities througli the Domin- 
ion executive. He believed in a close 
season for seals, but before that (piostion 
was discussed they wanted tho larger one 
of jurisdiction settled. -

The total distance from tho cent re of 
Uniiiak Pass, passing ton miles west of 
N'uuivak Island, to Caue Prince of Wales, 
at, tho east entrance of Behring's Strait, is 
700 miles. The width of Uninak Puss, 
that is, from south-west point of Uninak 
Island to eaat point of Akiiii Island, tho 
usual pass used is from 22}, to 'Jo miles. 
There is another |)ass called tile .-Vmiikleta 
Pass, betwoen Amiiklela and Sigun 
Islands, which is 137 iniloa wide. Tho 
Akutain Pass, between Akutuin and Ouu- 
idaska 1 aland, is only eight miles wide, 
that is tho narrowest entrance between 
that point and tho Behring's Sea. The 
width of the entrance of Behring s Straits 
from Cape Prince of Wulea to Cajie Kre- 
gugiii, is 70 miles; width of entrance of 
iiehring'a Straita from Cape Prince of 
NVulos, in Alaska, to East tJapo, on the 
eastern shore of Siberia, is CI miles. A 
lino dividing the straits of Behring's Sea, 
passes within ii.'i miles of Cape Prince of 
Wales, and 47 miles from Capo Kregugin, 
and 27 miles from Cape Chukotski. Tho 
Aleutitm Islands cover a 'vidtli, as lion, 
gentlemen will see, of '.100 miles, that is 
from tho north-east bay with a 
swoop up to the north- west, i.s a dis- 
tance of DUO miles, all iiisido 
of which is tho J5ehriiig's Sea, which will 
give lion, niomboraaomo idea, if they have 
not already looked at the map tliomselves, 
of the iniiiionso volume of wnt(,'r there is 
in that sea, and tho imiiieiiso amoiiiil of 
sea territory, so to speak, which ia claimed 
by tho United .States aa an iiihiiiil sea. 
The settling grounds in tho Behring's Seu 
aro j)rincipally between 55 and 00 pariillels 
)f latitude, and from 165 to 176 meridians 
of longitude. The foregoing information 
is tiiken from the United States Coast und 
(jeodotic .Survey of Alaska and 
adjoining territoiy, 1884, by ,1.

Boutello, assistant in charge of oflico, 
IS reissued with additions uj) to 
rVpril, 1884— compiled from all accessible 
data b}' W. H. D.ile, assistinit, U.S.C.S., 
and including results of recent explora- 
tions by Capt. Beardslee and Lieut. Perry, 
U.S. Navj'; liieuts. Kay and Scliwaka, 
U.S., Army; Capt. Hooper, U.S., liev. 
Mar. ; the oUicers of the Vega expedition, 
and of tho Coast Survey, und other well- 
known surveyors and hydrographers, giv- 
ing datii to October, 1883. It is a little 
peculiar, Mr. Speaker, when we take 
into eon.sideration the contontion of the 
United States on the Atlantic ahores, thut 
thoy should niako, or attempt to make, 
Behring's Sou n closed Sea, wspecially in 
view of tho liberty enjoyed by United 
States whalers from New Bedford in 
Hudson Bay, which is wholly surrounded 
by our Canadian torritorj', and ia entered 
by puEsing through an archipeLago by 
channels less than 30 miles in width. I 
havo ahown that the channels entering 
into Boliring's Sou are respectively 37 miles 
in width, 51 miles, the princip.il channel, 
und tho one least used eight miles. Con. 
gentlemen will remember' the contention 
of the United States in regard to our bays 
on tho Atlantic coast. Some of those 
bays aro as follows: — Bay Cliuleur, New 
Brunawick, 15 miles wide ; Miraniichi 
Bay, 14 miles; Egmont Bay, 17 miles; 
St. Mary's Bay, Nova Scotia, betwoen - 
Long Island and : Bryan Island, nine 
miles; Banington Bay, eastern entrance 
J miles; western entrance, 0,f ; Cheda- 
bucto Buy, Gut of Cause, two entruncos; 
nine and ton miles respectively; St. Ann's 
Bay, 17 miles; Mince Bay, five or seven 
miles; Plucentia Bay, Newfoundhind, 22 
miles; Hamilton Sound, 12 or IG miles; 
Fortune Bay, three miles. Now,- if the 
United .States contend that they have the 
right or that the concessions should bo 
granted to enter bays of such narrow 
width, equally, 1 think, and in- 
deed with greater force, can wo con- 
tend that wo have the right to paas 
through the narrow entrance to tho Beh- 
ring's Sea, because in passing through any 
one of thoso entrances a vessel does not 
approach within fifteen miles of the shore. 
It has been said by some hon. gontlomeu 
who have spoken on this subject thut 
great iiidifferoiice has been 8ho\ni either 
by the federal government or by the Im- 
perial government. I certainly do think, 
with aU deference to hon. gentlemen who 
havo spoken, that there has been apparent 
apathy or indifference amounting, to uso 
the mildest t«rm, to apparent neglect on 
tho jjurt of tho Imperial goveriiniont, — 
and 1 apeak ns un Englishmun proud of 
tho British flag, and proud of holding a 
scat in this house as a Canadian — because 
I must say that from 1st August, 1886, to 
2uth April, 1888, there has been ample 
time for some one upon whom the respon- 
sibility rested to have promised that there, 
bIiouIcI not bo a recurrence of the seizures. 
I um <(uite convinced that so far us tho 
Canadian government are concerned every 
legislative endeavor has been made, all 
the persuasive .eloquence that could be 
brought to bear has been used by' tele- 
gram ;iiid letter to induce tho Imperial 
govorniiiont to take that step which wo 
would like to see taken yet, namely, to 
send there an armed vessel, and, if neces- 
sary, tiike out our vessels, us was done in 
old times, with shot und shell. That is 
about the only way to take them. As far 
back as 12th May, 1886, I received a let- 
ler from a gentleman named T. Lubbo 
who was interested at that time in the 
sealing fleet sailing from A'^ictoria. I 
c()nsider that telegram was really the fir- 
ing of the first shot in dofenco of our 
rights as Canadians to fish anywhere we 
please on the high seas, including Beh- 
ring's Sea. I was requested at that time 
to got tho matter before the governmont, 
which 1 most promptly did. That tolo- 
grani, which was dated 12th May, 1880, 
simply said: 

"Has the Minister of Justice not yet decided? 

"T. LiinuiK.". 

To thnt telegram 1 sent the following 
reply. 

Tho Minister bt Justice erives opinion in your 
favor and against American conlontlons. Ho 
has recommended attention of Imperial Gov- 
orument being called to the subject in order 
Unit views of Canadian Governmont bo then 
Biistained and onforoed.' 

Now, Mr. .Speaker, no less than 23 
months have passed since the Federal 
government aoiit either a telegram or a 
very omplintic and unmistakablo letter to 
tho Imperiul government, urging the en- 
forcement of tho poaition ttikon by tho 
government of Canada, namely, that our 
rights should bo protected on tho high 
sous, and up to tho present nothing pviic- 
tical has boon done. Tho reason why ,vo 
in British Columbia aro anxious at the pre- 
sent time that soinetiiiiig should bo done, 
not only in the matter of restitution for 
soi/.uros thut took place in 1880-87, but in 
reference to our rights in Behring's Sea, 
is because a certain amount of uncer- 
tainty and scepticism prevails as to 
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THE LATE JUUUE HENRY. 

In tho death uf Judge Hoiiry, of the 
Supreme Court of Canada, tho bench of 
tho Duininioii has loat a brilliant oriiii- 
nieiit. A llaligoniaM by birth, he was 
called to the bar of Ills native province in 
1840 and was shortly after a iiieniber of 
tho legislative assembly of Nova Scotia. 
Tiio <iuostion of responsible govemmont at 
that period agitHtinf; Uritiali North Ameri- 
ca was strenuously opposed in Nova 
Scotia and tlie other provinces. Mr. 
Henry, however, upon his entering into 
the legislature supported it, and in 184'J a 
vote of want of contideuco was carried 
against the govonimont, which oppoaod 
tho systoni, and in 1843 tho iiiiniaters re- 
uigned. An ajipeal having been uKule to 
the country, IMr. Henry and his friends 
were defenteil by a small majority. At 
llie general election of 1847, however, liie 
friends of responsible government wore 
successful, and Mr. Henry was afterwards 
returned on the priuciplo he first enunci- 
ated. At the meeting of parliament in 
1848, the government was displaced by a 
resolution of want of confidence. In 184'.) 
he accepted a seat in tho ministry; in 1854 
was appointed Solicitor-General, joining 
the administration, and in 18o(J, waiving hi.s 
claim to a vacant seat on the Ijencli of the 
Supreme Court, took the otiice of Provin- 
cial Secretjiry. This po.sitiou he held 
for about eight mouths and in 
1859 again became .Solictor-deneral. 
A general election took place 
soon uftor,and iu 18C0 the government was 
defeated, their opponents holding oHico un 
til after the general election of I8O0. 
when Mr. Henry became for the third 
time solicitor-general. He took a prom- 
inent part in the question of the union of 
the North American iirovincos; in 18()5 
was ajipoiuted a member of a delegation 
to London respecting the eonatruclioii (jf 
railways, and in 18(i(i reprosented the 
government at Washingtcjn in an unsue- 
cesafiil negotiation for the continuance of 
the Reciprocity Treaty between Kngianil 
and the United StJites. In tlie same year 
he was again appointed a delegate (jii the 
"Union" question; and with his colleagues 
from Nova Scotia, and the delegates from 
Canada and New Brunswick, met in Lon- 
don, and adopted a scheme of union for 
submission to the Homo government, 
which was adopted. His subseijuent ap 
pointment to the bench during the Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie's administration and iiis 
able aorvicoa in tho adniiiiistr.ition of jus- 
tice are known to everybody familiar with 
jniblic afl'aira. He visited British C'olun - 
bia professionally in September, 1880, anil 
created a most favorablo impression, so 
much HO that his death at Ottawa evoked 
many feeling expressions of sorrow in this 
city.

The fact that it was umlersviMjd there 
would be no changes m tho tarill' to an- 
nounce took from it couBidorablo of tlie 
interest that has attached to it. iu f<jrmer 
uesaion.s. Sir Charle.s Tuppor, therefore, 
w.is free to couline himself eliielly to an 
exposition of tho linances, a task which 
he seeiiis to have [lerformed in a clear 
and straighforward manner. Tho speech 
throughout may be styled a cautionary 
ono, fully as much so perhaps as the 
superficial observer wduld doeni justified 
by known fa^ts of the situation. It ia 
ti-ue there have been a combination of 
circumstances calculated to produce mo- 
netary stringency and a curtailment of 
.business. 'J'he blotting out of a large 
amount of invested capital through tho 
Ontario bank failures, the deliciont liar- 
veal in that province, produced by the 
drought of last suunner, and tho keeping 
back of tho lumber cut from tho same 
cause, have all contributed to this end. 
Tho coBsation of largo outlays in railway 
conatruotioHi due to the, completion of the 
Canadian ' PaoiBc . and exteusionB, is also 
an oloinont in the! aituiition that would 
make itself felt. But witli all this in 
view, the trade of the coinitry is thought 
to bo on IV Bouiid basis, and wliile caution 
may be advised there is no visible ground 
for fear.

It is easy to remedy a nfiaealculation on 
the safe side if occasion roijuiros, and Sil' 
Charles Tuppor seeins to have resolved 
that lie would avoid tho opposite extreino. 
and that tho country will do the 
lainu if his advico is observed. 
Owing to tho liacal yoar ending in mid- 
summer while the session of parliament 
is held at tho beginning of tho year, it 
falls that throe distinct periods have to bo 
treated of in considering tho linnncial po- 
sition of tho cf)untry— the i)aBt, tho jiros- 
ent and tho coming year. With regard to 
1880-87 Sir Charles was able to inako a 
very satisfactory report. Lust year he 
had anticipatud there would ln^ a deiieit of 
§;!OO,0tK);he li,-id .Murphis of t;!i7,:i2;i; and 
this though the actual e.xpoiiditure had ex- 
ceeded the estiniato by §57,t>80. The 
figures were: Kovonue, §.',15,754, USj;!; ex- 
penditure, $35,657, tiSU. But tho causes 
tiiatlod to this result operated in a difl'er- 
ent way as regards the current year, 1887- 
88. Anticip.ating changes in the customs 
dutie.i, largo (piautities of iiiercii.-uidiae 
had been taken out of bond previous to 
.Inly last. The lir.st year |>rolited at the 
cNpense of the liitler. .\s a ciiiisei|uenee, 
iu the early [lart of Ihi.-i year cuatom.H vc- 
( ciptH foil oil', and though they later in- 
crea.sed, a second decline was u.xperieiiced, 
and on tho 20lh April they wore §227,000 
less than in 188(i-87. In view of this tho 
Finance Minister has reduced his estimate 
of tho revenue by §400,000, making tlu! 
tot:il now looked for §.'«), 000. 000. The 
estimated expenditure on tho other hand 
w.-is .S:!7.0."iL',()l)0. I'Jcononiy, however, 
h.irt liren exercised, the expenses have 
been cut down to .'i considerable extent, 
anil taking into account all the probahil- 
itio.s it ia thought by the Finance Minis- 
ter that an eijuilibriuni between income 
anil outgo will be iiiaint.uuiHl. Coming 
to tlu; next year, ISSS-SH, Sir Cli.irle.s 
ajiparently proceeded with much circuiu- 
spoction. Anticipating that his advice as 
to care in tho matter of importations will 
be taken, he calculates (m receiving from 
customs only §22,500,000; from excise he 
looks for §0,1)50,000. and from other 
sources §7,750,000— altogether §3(5,000,- 
000. The estimates now before parlia- 
nionl< ••imount to only .'?,'1.">, ll.'l,4 It); ljut in 
thi.s is incluiliul iiotlurig for mail siib;idieK 
or steam.ship subveiition.s, ami a eoiisiil- 
er.-ible amount will necessarily be asked 
for in the suppleiiient,-iry e.-di matins, in- 
cluding the charge suliseipu'iit upon the 
a.Hsumpt ion of the St. Lawiciu-i^ uliaiiiiol 
and (Quebec li.U'bor debts. The margin of 
§1,500,000 will no doubt bo consumed in 
thi.s way, but hero, as in the current fis- 
cal year, it is anticipated that the two 
sides of the account will be able to bal- 
ance. In many departments, owing to 
tho growth of the country, it is iinpos- 
sililo to etloct a material K.'iviug in ex- 
penditure. 'I'lii; rh.uge for the ]>ublic 
debt .•mil sinking fund shows an incre- 
niont, p.'ut (;f il owin^ to the fact that 
till! .amount at credit of Post Oliice. Sav- 
ings Ijaiik depositors has enl.irged, 
which speaks well for tlie thrift 
and well-being of tho wage-earning class. 
The vote for civil government steadily 
increases, and tho pensiimed class scorns 
ever eager for moro. The institution of 
new permanent military corps calls for 
an increase in the militia bmnch, and 
railways and c iiial iiKiinleiiHnco and re- 
pair needs .•i78,(HMl luldii ional. Tho light- 
house service deni.-ind.s an extivi gr.aiit; 
••jnri.OOO extra i.s needed for iiiiscellaiu'ous 
.services, chiilly iu the Northwest, and 
till' working oi' the I ntercoloiii:il calls for 
§L':)(),000 in excess <.i 1,SS7 ,S,S. ( In the 
other hand a gre;it riM|ucli,,n of .v7.|.".,0l)0 
has been iiiade in tlie vote for public 
works, .^100,000 is taken from tho iinmi- 
grut ion grant and the §07,000 voted last 
so.Hsioii to the Imperial institute will not 
be leiieated. In view of these facts it is 
easy to believe tho st.atemciit that tho 
estimates have been framed with tho de- 
sire to serine t la: -i e,ilL-.-,t eCOntmiy C(<nsi.i- 

teiit with the siillicieiil maintenance of the 
public service. 'I'he government has 
also resolved to stop further oiitl.iy 
on capital account bej'oiid that to 
which the country i.s already pledged. 
Ill the light of Sir ( 'li.iiles TiijipLM-'s 
speech the ])er'|iK^ should be ci uivi iict/d 
tli;it the govermneiit is acting iu a wjiy 
to host secure the welfare of tho country, 
niiiintain its credit at home and abroad, 
and keep tho public service in an cOicient 
uonditiun, Canada's trade is, as lie said, 
un a sound basis, and if there is occasion 
for caution, there aro signs tliat it is being 
exercised. That is tin.' proof (,f t he fore- 
sight of the merch.ant class, and the guar- 
antee that any stringency tliuL oxi.sts will 
sooner pa.ss away. 



I'iUi actoi', whose impersoimt ion of tlie 
dual eliiU'aeter of Dr. Jekyll ami Mr. 
Ilydo has been ao largely prolitable to 
him, has acknowledged Mr. Stevenson's 
moral right to a share in tlie proceeds by 
Bovoral hniulsonio chei[Ues.

Thi.s Im a curious case. .Some 
years ago .Stenhouso's parent.s resided in 
New York, where they had come from 
I'tr.h, after rei)uiliating Mormonisui. Ilia 
father, T. B. H. Stenhouao, had been a 
iMi)riuon jirophet, apostle, miracle worker, 
editor, uussiunary. and polygamist, high 
iu tho councils of Brigham Young, and 
revered aa a siiiiit of tho tirst water, so 
to .spe;ik. His wife Fanny, also lurned 
Morinuii when slio miirriud him. .\fter 
giving a iiuartei" of a century of hard ser- 
vice to Moniiunisiu, both of them while 
living in Utah began to doubt tho truth 
of that religion, and after a time when 
thoy cast it olF wore assaulted by Brigham 
Young's avenging angels, from whom they 
biiroly escaped with their lives. He went 
t<i New Vork, where lie found employ- 
meiit on tlie lUiily ]ire.ss until his ile.ith 
some years ago. In l.'^?.! Aiipletou Co. 
published a lurgo octavo volume, of which 
lie was the author, "The llocky Moun- 
tiiin Saints," in which he gave tho miirvol- 
011.1 experiences of his career as a Mor- 
iiiiiii. About the same time liis wife 
Kiimiy wrote a smaller volniue, "Mxixise 
'if Polygamy in I'l.ah," in which she told 
the liarruwing dtory of her life there. It 
ia of one of their sons about whom wt; now 
hear from tho capiUil of British Ci>liiiiibia 
that h'o has returned to the barbarous re 
ligion in which he wa.s born, but which 
was repudiated with loathing by both 
Ilia p.ireiits before their death.

whether the United Stiitos will continue 
to make seizurog of vessuls or not. Hiu\ 
it not been for tliat feejing 1 iiin ([uito 
confident that to-day, instead of there 
being 17 or 18 veBsoU aailing^Jrora Vic- 
toria to Behring'g Sen, therej^uld have 
boon at luaat three times that number, 
and even tu-diiy wo are not assured that 
protection will bo j^iven to our vessels. 
If we were assured of protection buing 
given to the vessels, 1 think by tiiis tiiiio 
there would have been a vessel flying tlio 
British flag soniewlioro in that vicinity, 
but until the Union Jack of old England 
is seon flying there so long will the 
Amerioan Eagle, represented by tho Stars 
aii'd Stripes, pounce down on our vessels 
and take them to Alaska. Only tho 
other day an item appeared in one of thu 
San Francisco nowspapuru, liaving an ap- 
pearant'o of authenticity, to tlio .oH'oct 
that all vessels oi)oratiiiL; within certain 
limits set forth would be liable to tho pen- 
alties presci-ibed by law against the killing 
of fur-bearing animals. It is equally ih<» 
siblo that all vessels sailing from Victoria 
harbor or any other port in British Co- 
lumbia, if they did nut see this notice at 
tho custom house in San l''ranciaco, had it 
coHununicated to thoin by agents thino; 
80 that at the present moment vchscKs lit- 
ted out in Victoria and going inti> Hclir- 
ing's Sea have no guarantee that tlioy will 
not be seized as were other Canadniu vus- 
sels in 1886-87. In fact everything ahows 
■ that such will be the case. I do not know 
that anything moru can bo done so far as 
the Canadian goveniiiienl are c<mconied. 
They iiave lU'god tlio mallor u|) tn a pnint 
whicli ia satisfactory to tlio Canadian gov- 
ernment and tiiiu positioii is supported by 
facts of which wo are in possession, and 
no doubt tliore may be sotne very good 
reasons for the government not laying cer- 
tain diplomatic correspondence bofoi-o thu 
House, or until a curtain i)eriii(l has pass- 
ed. TUit what wo really want practically 
in British Cokiiiibia and in tho vicinity i>( 
the Bohring's Sua are two ihing.s: \\'u 
want coiiipuiiaation fur the vcs.stils soi/.ud 
and thu daiiiago done, and wo want a pru- 
vention of the rucurrcncu of such a thing 
in future. 1 will not wuaiy the lloiisu by 
teading the Alaska Commuicial Ciiiiipany'.s 
charter -from tho United Statu.s guvurn- 
nient or the act for thu pruvoiitinn of the 
externiination of seals in tlie ISuhriiig's 
Sea, but 1 will sinn)ly give a rufuiunco to 
them so that hon. mumbuis can refer to 
them themselves. The act for the |irc- 
vention of the o.xtermination of 
seals in the Behrnig's Sea will be 
found on No. 120 of that little 
blue book issued last year wliui, tho cor- 
respoiidonce was called for. NN'liilu 1 am 
referring t^) tlio matter of u.xteniiiiiatiiin 
of seals in the Beli ring's Sea I will take 
this occasion to repudiate a statoiuent 
wliioh has got wind, to the eft'ort that one 
of the reasons for preventing persons from 
killing seals in the Behring's Sea is that 
thoykill indiscriiniu itely ;lhat tlioy kill the 
female seals with pupa, and seals iindui' 
two years old. 1 have taken thu trouble 
of critically going into this matter, and 1 
have eni|uired from masters, otlicers, 
mates and the crews of these vessels as to 
what percentage of the seals killed would 
come under that categor}'. I have thu 
very best of assuraiicu tliat out of pos- 
sibly 21,000 or 2-_',00U .sual.sk ins brought 
down by each vessel from IJuluing's Sua 
to Victoria harbor, that tliuro will nut be 
2 per cent of them belonging to seals siicli 
as should not be killed, which is a very 
small percentage indeed: Then, as re- 
gards the Commercial Company's lease, 
that will bo found a little further on in 
those papers of last year, to which 1 have 
already alluded. AltlKnigh 1 liavo lots ii( 
nniterial here that 1 would like to ri'fur to 
and place on record, the ground has l)uun 
so well covered by tho^so who have apokon 
that the patieuee of the house must have 
been fully tested upon this subject. The 
only excuse 1 can ofler for taking up so 
much time of the house is that British 
Columbians do not usually occupy the time 
of the hou&e, unless it is some iinportanl 
matter having particular rufurunue to 
their own province, such as a question of 
this kind, in which possibly some of us 
have an individual interest, as I 
have already stated 1 have. There 
are many matters which coniu up before 
this house, such as thu tishery truaty, and 
some hon. guiitlunien may .say: hy do 
not British Colunibiaiis spuak en thai. hiiIj- 
ject / One very good reason may liu 
given for this and that is that on 3< niu sub- 
jects ''silence is golden." Tliere aio some 
questions which come up which iin- 
me4iately it would be in the interest of 
British Columbia to adopt but wliioh in 
the near future I rather api)ruhond it 
would bo in the interest of tliu province 
not to adopt, and considering the future 
and tho present and the conflict butv.xun 
them it is just as well to say nothing on 
them. Upon this subject 1 think 1 can 
voice the sentiment of evei^ man in 
British Columbia when I say that the 
rights of Canadian vessels on tho Pacific 
can fairly claim as much i)rotuutio)i, and 
that their case should eipiaily be urged cm 
the Imperial governniuiit, as tho risrhts of 
our vessels upon the Atlantic Ocean have 
beeii nrs'ed. It is, I think, a matter of 
iegrefe'thftb this question was not refeiTed 
to the United States plenipotentiaries so 
that the necessity of calling for tho papers 
in this house would have been avoided.

Ada Stijo Says the Bplrltnallatlc Prediction 
was Correct— A Singrular Case. 

A dispatch from San Francisco says: 
As regards the theory that the founder- 
ing of tho Queen of the Pacitio was fore- 
told by spiritualists, and that aomo agent 
of tho spiritualists was responsihlo for 
the sinking of the sliij), Mrs. .Ada Faye, 
a noted medium, was seer iiid (|Ue.stioiied 
in relation to the alleged prediction.
